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CARRANZA FAILS TO SIGN BORDER PROTOCOL 1 


BUT PACT 1$ 
NOTMECTED 


Mexican Chief Unwilling to 
Close Door Against an 
Agreement. 
''COMMENT" GIVEN 
JOINT COMMISSION 


Exact Character of Reply- 
Has Not Yet Been Made 
Public. 


Philadelphia, Dec. 18.—Indications 
at the close of the morning: sesison of 
the 
Mexican-American 
commisison 
were that Gen. Carranza was not dis- 
posed to close the door against an 
agreement with the American repre- 
sentatives who have been ti*ying for 
more than three months to solve ques- 
tions at issue between Mexico and the 
United States. 


When the commission 
I'econvened 
today after a three weeks' recess, Al- 
berto J. Pani reported the results of 
lii.s visit to Queretaro. 
The 
report 
was made verbally and was received 
by the Americans without comment. 
An adjournment until later 
in 
the 
day when it is expected the details of 
his written message from Mexico will 
be discussed. 


Exact Terms Not Revealed. 


The exact character of his report 
was not revealed but it was learned 
that while Carranza had not signed 
the protocal drafted at Atlantic City, 
this was not necessarily to be taken as 
an indication that it would not be rati- 
fied later, the signature perhaps being 
that of Ambassador designate Arre- 
dondo, who is qualified and authorized 
to sign such a document. 


To the terms of the protocol provid- 
ing for the withdrawal of the Ameri- 
can troops within torty days, and on 
condition that no new raids occur in 
that pa.rt of the country 
about 
the 
region now occupied by General Per- 
shing's column, it is believed Carranza 
has offered no insuperable objection. 
It is known that the declaration 
of 
Secretary Lane that the American gov- 
ernment reserved the right of unre- 
stricted pursuit of bandits by Ameri- 
can troops wounded deeply the sensi- 
bilities of Carranza and members of 
his official family, and that the mes- 
sage brought by Mr. Pani was little 
more than a counter declaration of the 
policy of the Mexican government. 


Unless this counter suggestion is re- 
garded by the American members as 
of such definite character to preclude 
further discussion, it was believed that 
Carranza will not 
delay 
longer 
the 
ratification of the protocol and that 
the conferences will be formally re- 
sumed. 


SESSIONS RESIIMKD. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 18.—Contin- 
uation of the efforts of the Mexican- 
American joint commission to effect a 
ksatisfactorj' agreement on 
questions 
affecting the 
international 
relations 
depended largely on the i-esult of its 
session today, which was called for the 
purpose of hearing Gen. Carranza's 
decision regarding the protocol signed 
at Atlantic City and sent to him for 
ratification. 


Alberto J. Pani, one of the Mexican 
commissioners, carried the document 
to Mexico and returned with a report 
wliioti has been designated , by the 
Mexican representativep as the "com- 
ments" of the Mexican executive. 
It 
was to hear his report that the com- 
missioners gathered here. 


It was indicated that a flat refusal 
by Carranza to ratify the agreement 
reached after three months of discus- 
sion offered no other alternative than 
the dissolution of the committee, but 
if the report presented by the Mex- 
icans indicated his desire to discuss 
only minor alterations the conference 
might be resumed for a bi-ief period. 
The Americans intimated, 
however, 
that long discussion of 
subjects 
al- 
ready covered in the agreejnent signed 
would not be tolerated and that rad- 
ical changes, especially any demand 
for 
the 
immediate 
withdrawal 
of 
American 
troops 
from 
Chihuahua, 
Tvould not be granted.

New York, Dec. 18.—With the re- 
moval of Baron 
Robert 
Emmanuel 
Oppenheim from the steamship Nor- 
dam to Ellis island today, the mystery 
surrounding the detention of the re- 
puted French and English financier by 
the immigration authorities was en- 
hanced by their continued refusal to 
give any reason for their action. 


The Ellis island officials said that 
the orders to hold Oppenheim, who 
arrived on the Nordam yesterday, came 
from the bureau of immigration 
at 
Washington, 
to which 
all 
inquiries 
were referred. Word came from Wash^ 
ington that the immigration 
depart- 
ment knew nothing there of the de- 
tention. 
Oppenheim's only explana- 
tion for his being held 
is that 
"it 
might be a case of mistaken identity." 


A circumstantial report was current j 
that Oppenheim had arrived here with 
some $500,000 in cash and securities 
which he had with him, it is said, when 
removed to the island.

Some lessening In the intensity 
of the fightinK in Rtunanla is in- 
dicated by today's German army 
headquarter's statement which re- 
ported the situation on ^ e Ruman- 
ian front unchanged. 


Field Marshal von Mackensen's 
advance has pushed considerably 
beyond the Buzeu line drawn ap- 
proximately» across the 
southern 
boundary of Moldavia and unoffi- 
cial advices hidicate that the en- 
tente front is to be established be- 
tween Rtmki-Sarat on the Buzeu- 
Jassay railway about twenty miles 
north of Buzeu and 
the 
Danube 
mashes. 


Current advices declare that the 
Rumanian army is no longer in 
action, having been withdrawn for 
re-grouping and re-fltting to Jas- 
say and Bessarabia under the pro- 
tection 
of Russian 
forces which 
now hold the fighting line. 
The 
Russians 
are expected 
to make 
theh* stand on the Rimnik-Sarat 
line, where 
strong 
defenses have 
been prepared.. The Berlin state- 
ment, reporting hostile forces fall- 
ing back on Ibraila, may indicate 
that the easterly end of the line will 
be established at this important 
Danube 
river 
point, 
twenty-five 
miles south of Galatla. 


On 
the 
Franco-Berlgian front 
Paris announces a strong counter 
attack by the Germans on the po- 
sitions won by the French in their 
recent sweeping advance north and 
northeast of Verdun. The only suc- 
cess of the attacking forces, accord- 
ing to Paris, was at one point on 
the Chambrettes farm, about a mile 
and a quarter north of Fort Dou> 
aumont, where they secured a foot- 
ing. 


The French took 11,38Ì prisoners 
In the Verdun fighting of the past 
three days, the Paris war office an- 
nounced, together with 115 cannon, 
117 macliine guns 
and 44 
bomb 
throwers.

Paris, Dec. 18, 5:15 a. m.)—Pope Ben- 
edict has no Intention of attempting 
to mediate among the belligerents' at 
present, according to a statement Is- 
sued today by the Vatican. 
The state- 
ment says that neither the pope nor 
the holy see have made or wish 
to 
make any comment regarding Ger- 
many's 
peace 
proposals 
and 
that 
therefore any announcements attrib- 
uted to them are absolutely unfound- 
ed. 
It is added that the pope natur- 
ally has an ardent desire for peace but 
that he does not believe that any in- 
1 tervention 
at 
the 
present 
moment 
would hasten its conclusion. 


The net result of several resolutions 
introduced in the chamber of deputies 
regarding the German peace offer and 
a prolonged discussion among the sen- 
ators and deputies was the decision 
by the legislators that no peace would 
be accepted unless in accordance with 
national aspirations and the rights of 
peoples based on the principle of na- 
tionality. 
If such a peace is impossi- 
ble to obtain diplomatically. It was 
declared that it must be obtained by 
victory of arms.

Fort Wayne's bread ordinance is in- 
valid Special Judge Burns Douglas, 
^ 
Monday morning, in deciding the casé 
against five city oaKers, charged with 
giving short weight in bread sale, in 
favor of the defendants. 


The city has no right to* frame a 
bread ordinance because no such right 
is enumerated in the state law. Special 
Judge Douglas interpreted. 


The city will appeal the case at one* 
through its attorney, Frank Hogan, 
who represented the city in the three " 
days' legal battle 
against 
the bak- 
ers. 


Council will probably proceed as 
though no decision had been deliver- 
ed against their right to make bread 
laws, it is said. 
The council will meet 
as a committee of the whole Tuesday 
evening and discuss the subject of a 
new bread code for Fort Wayne. 
It is 
expected that arrangements will be 
made for passing a new bread ordi- 
nance as soon as possible. 


Bakers will not oppose the making 
of a new bread law, they say, but t h ^ 
do object to the present city bread 
code and would fight the law to the 
limit. 


Bakei-a of the city will consider that 
the present city ordinance is set asld« 
and will not be governed by it unless 
• restrained by court notice. 


Because of the decision of Special 
' Judge Douglas the W. F. Geller bakery 
announced on Monday afternoon that 
it would start at once to put out bread 
loaves at 5 and 10 cents. 
The 5 cent 
loaves will weigh approximately three 
t ounces below the weight required by 
I the city law. 
They will weigh about 
thirteen ounces. The large loaves will 
weigh about 24 ounces, Geller says. 
The 5 and 10 cent loaves will be on the 
market Tuesday morning. 
All bakers 
of Fort Wayne are expected to malM 
a like move later. 


Held for "Loaf" of Bread. 
Special Judge Douglas In his twenty 
minutes talk in city court, Monday 
morning, in which he explained ex- 
actly why he had found the defend- • 
ants "not guilty," held for the "loaf " 
of bread" argument, offered by the 
city. 


Douglas held that bread which was 
wrapped in paper and labeled was a 
"loaf" of bread and not a "package," 
as the defendants argued. 
He held 
that bakers Avould be subject to the 
; 


city code in that respect if the ordi- 
nance was vali<>. 


He also held that the double loaf of 
bread put out by the Perfection Bis- 
cuit company, in a single wrapper, 
constitutes two loaves of bread. 
Ha 
based his opinion on tht following 
definltitlon of a loaf of bread: 


"A bread loaf is a unit of bread stuff, , 
baked and intended to be cut into 
slices and not ordinarily broken ^or 
split into two or more sections befor« 
slicing." 


Had Violated City Code. 
Douglas 
virtually 
held 
that 
the 
bakers had violated the spirit of the 
present city bread ordinance but he 
dismissed the case because he declared 
• « 
that the city of Fort Wayne has no 
right to pass such a law.

Attorney Frank Hogan gave notice 
of appeal of the case at once. 
He an-- 
nounces that the case will be carried tp 
circuit court and even more bitterly 
contested there. 


City Attorney Guy Colerick sus- 
tained Hogan In his action. 
Colerick

Trial of Bopp, German Con- 
sul General, in Its 
Third Week. 


Peoria. III., Dec. 18.—^Victims of one 
of the most brutal murders in this ! 
section in m a n j ' yeara, J o h n F. Becker, 
85. years old, and his wife, aged 83, 
are dead at their f a r m home 
near 
Mason City, a small town southeast of 
here. 


Robbery is believed 
to have been 
the motive for the crime, which oc- 
curred 
some 
time 
early 
Sunday. 
Becker %v.is one of the wealthiest f a r - 
mers in this section of the state and 
is known to have kept a large sum of 
money in his home, having been op- 
posed to banks since the failure sev- 
ernl yeans ago of a Pekín, 111, institu- 
tion, in which he was interested.

F r e n c h forces have taken a total of 
11,387 prisoners on the Verdun front 
since the 15th of December, according 
to the announcement 
made 
by 
the 
French war oiiice this afternoon. 
A 
violent German counter attack on the 
Meuse has resulted in German forces 
securing a footing at the Chambrettes 
farm. 
The text follows: 


"South of the river Somme a de- 
tachment of the enemy which was en- 
deavoring to occupy our lines south- 
east of Berny, has been repulsed with 
hand grenades. 
On the right 
bank 
of the river Meuse, after the bombard- 
ment reported in the Qommunication 
of yesterday, German ^ r c e s delivered 
a violent 
counter 
attack 
yesterday 
evening upon our new position. 
They 
succeeded, however, only in securing 
a footing a t a point on the Chambret- 
tqjs f a r m . 


"We continue to bold the Immediate 
surroundings of this location. 
Else-

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"Purely Accidental" 


After a painstaking investigation, Coroner Treesh, of DeKalb 
feOTinty, has returned a finding to the effect that the tragedy at Butler 
¡Center a few days ago in which the lives of four occupants of an auto 
iwere snuffed out when their machine was struck by a freight car on 
the Fort "Wayne and Northwestern line was ''purely accidental." 
The coroner is unable to find evidence that anybody is amenable to 
the law under the circumstances surrounding the case. He may be 
absolutely right in his conclusions, also, and the tragic affair will 
doubtless end with the coroner's verdict save as it is perpetuated in 
the gripping grief that holds and will continue to hold the hearts of 
those bereft by the quadruple killing. In the light of experience it is 
perhaps too much to expect that the Rowe case wiU prove more than a 
temporary warning—a transitory caution to other drivers of automo- 
biles at dangerous crossings and it will doubtless carry but the fleeting 
impressiveness to those who operate trolley cars under conditions 
which attached in the case in point. 


For there are some circumstances unusual if not widely unwar- 
ranted in the Butler Center tragedy. Evidence showed that the occu- 
pants of the automobile, noting the passing of a passenger car over 
the crossing a moment before, naturally concluded the crossing was 
then safe. Perhaps they did not even take the trouble to look out for 
other cars. The day was cold and stormy and the automobile was 
heavily curtained. Hastening homeward, the driver ^ent his automo- 
bile at once upon the tracks which he reasoned must be clear, only to 
be struck by a freight car following closely in the wake of the passen- 
ger. The Sentinel does not assume to know the rules obtaining on the 
trolley systems governing the operation of cars. It does not know how 
ilosely one is permitted to follow the other, and it is not prepared to 
jay that in this instance there was any violation of either company 
rules or state law. It is convinced, however, that the operation of the 
iars close together amounts to jeopardy not alone for those who may 
lave occasion to use the crossings, but for the occupants of the trolley 
")ars as well. 


Divested of the unusual elements that surround it, this particular 
case, of course, reverts to the identical basis on which all similar 
tragedies rest—the fact that ii could have been averted had the driver 
of the automobile obeyed the warning carried by sign posts at ©very 
railway crossing in Indiana—to stop, look and listan. They did not 
do so. That, after all, is the real inside of many of the "purely ac- 
cidental" cases. Pure thoughtlessness %vould be a much more accu- 
rate, if less kindly, designation of it.

"It seems to me these people would think of their fathers, moth- 
ers, wives and babies before they come in here," was the comment of 
Judge Collins in. the Indianapolis criminal court when numerous of- 
fenders brought forward members of their families to plead for them.

The same manifestation 
demonstrated in advance of the deliberate plunge into disgrace would 
spare not only the humiliation of friends, but the embarrassment and 
the suffering of the derelicts themselves. The time to think of these 
things is before, not after, the shame is upon them.

, Henry A. Forster, a prominent mem- 
ber of the New York bar, remarked in 
a public address the other day that the 
man-killer is safer in this country than 
an^^here else in the world. We lead all 
civilized nations

in 
committing 
murders and in freeing murderers. And 
we're not improving.

In 1912 we had 9,152 murders (count- 
ing homicides and manslaughters) and 
145 executions; in 1913, 8,902 murders 
and 88 executions; in 1914, 8,251 murders 
and 74 executions; in 1915, 9,230 mur- 
ders and 119 executions. 
"Our murder 
rate," says Mr. Forster, "is from 10 to 
20 times greater than that of the Brit- 
ish empire and other greater European 
countries." 
Even Italy has only about 
half as many murders as we have. And 


Research by the legislative information bureau at the state house 
has disclosed the fact that in no instance, at least since 1852, has the 
lieutenant governor as presiding officer in the upper br^ch of the 
legislature ever voted on the final passage of a bill when his would bo 
the deciding vote.

and in general fewer possibilities of post- 
ponement and appeal. 


There remains, of course, the big ques- 
tion of capital punishment. 
No doubt 
the infrequent infliction of 
the . death 
penalty is largely due to the fact that 
pubUc sentiment has swung against it. 
But that is no excuse for failing to im- 
pose severe punishment of some sort on 
murderers. There is a wide range of pen- 
al possibilities between hanging a man 
and letting him go scot free.

Serious Outbreak of Euro- 
pean Poplar-Canker in 
United States. 


Washington, Dec. .18.—The poplars of 
this country are now threatened by a 
dangerous fungous disease which has evi- 
dently 
been imported in recent years' 
from Europe, 
This disease attacks the 
twigs, limbs and trunks of the black 
and Lombardy poplars (popuhis nigra) 
and of the Carolina poplars or cotton- 
woods (popiilus deltoides), and may bo 
expected to attack other species of pop- 
lars and cottonwoods, in regions not yet 
investigated, according to the plant path- 
ologists 
of 
the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


This disease is caused by the fiuigus 
Dothichiza populea. It occurs first in the 
form of cankers or depressed dead areas 
in the bark much in the same manner as 
^n case of the blight of chestnut trees, 
which is caused by a distinctly different 
fiingus. The effect of the fungus on pop- 
lar and Cottonwood trees is as follows: 
Cankers are formed at the point of at- 
tack, spread rapidly and often girdle the 
twig, hmb or trunk at the point of at- 
tack, killing the part above the canker. 
Trees attacked on the 
trunk 
become 
"spike topped." The death of limbs and 
twigs gives the trees a ragged appear- 
ance, which spoils their beauty, and later 
kills them. 
This is especially the case 
with black poplars which are frequently 
planted in rows along boulevards and 
avenues. 


The European poplar-canker is most 
severe in its effect on stored and trans- 
planted nursery stock. 
Trees when in 
transit, and when heeled in the ground, 
or freshly transplanted in the spring, are 
readily attacked by the fungus and ruin- 
ed within a very short period of time. 
This disease is spread by 
means 
of 
spores produced in fruiting bodies in the 
fonn of small pimples or pustules in the 
bark of the cankers. 
From these pus- 
tules in springtime there 
are 
exuded 
small, 
sticky, 
cream-colored 
tendrils 
which soon change to a tawny-oUve or 
e\-en a walnut-brown. 
These 
tendrils 
contain millions of spores which spread 
the disease in \-arious ways. 


The fiuigiis causing European poplar- 
canker 
was 
first 
found in 
"ftoyes, 
France, and described in 1884. ^ In 1903 
the first serious outbreak to be noted 
was reported and the disease described 
by the French pathologist Delacroix. Aa 
outbreak of the disease in Italy was re- 
ported in 1907. This disease was first re- 
ported in America by a correspondent of 
the Plant Disease Survey in 1915, from 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire, but 
the causal fungus was 
not 
correctly 
identified. During the present year the 
pathologists of the department found the 
disease prevalent in small areas in ca-- 
tain districts in the following 
states: 
New Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, Mew Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, Ne- 
braska and New Mexico. 
The centers 
of infections appear to be in every case 
either certain nurseries now known to 
contain diseased trees, or points where 
poplars received from 
such 
nurseries 
have been planted. As this disease was 
not known in the United States until 
recently, it is evidently an imported one 
and must be dealt with as such.

Leod, former world's wrestling 
cham- 
pion, the 
only man who 
ever threw 
Frank Gotch, is now an instructor of 
wrestling in the Los Angeles Athletic 
club. 


Dan was champion in the days when 
there was 
no such thing 
as "world's 
champion." 
They were all "champions 
of England" or "champions of Ireland, or 
Prance, or Amei-ica." 
With the possible 
exception 
of 
Ernest 
Roeber, 
world's 
champion 
Greek 
or 
Roman 
wrestler, 
there was nobody who had laid claim to 
a universal grappling title. 


McLeod tossed Roeber and also such 
noted 
mat men 
as Joe Acton, 
Tom 
Cameron, champion of England; Farmer 
Burns, 
Mort 
Henderson, 
the 
original 
masked marvel, 
and the 
undefeatable 
Frank Gotch, whom he threw twice, ¡the 
last time in a scheduled match which 
lasted an hour. 


These are only a few of the men Dan 
McLeod had thrown. There is not enough 
paper on this page to enumerate them 
all. 
Dan became a wrestler by accident. 
He was nagged into a match in British 
Columbia in the late eighties, whereupon 


he put a man down so hard that it bi oke 
two of his ribs and laid him up in the 
hospital for six weeks. 
After that there 
was no peace for him. 


In 18S9 he won the Pacific coast heavy- 
weight wrestling championship. 
A short 
time later he turned professional, toured 
the country giving bouts and meeting all 
comers. 
It was on one of these tours 
that he met and defeated Gotch. 


In 1912 McLeod quit the wrestling game 
to become coach at the Los Angeles Ath- 
letic club. 


"Instead of defeating 'em myself now," 
says Dan, "I show the other fellow how 
to do it. 
It's much harder to show an- 
other fellow than it Is to do it myself, 
but you don't get so badly messed up." 


Since McLeod has become an exponent 
of the mat sport, he has developed sev- 
eral champions. He coached Otto Linncr, 
Pacific coast champion in the 130-pound 
class; John Humerlch, 120-pound coast 
champ, and Ernest Daggett, 158-pound 
Pacific coast title holder; also George W. 
Retzer, who represented the L. A. A. C. 
in the 1912 Olympiad held at Stockholm. 
McLeod is considered the best wrestling 
coach in the country. Such men as Frank 
Gotch give him the highest credit.

Paris, 
Dec. 10.—(Correspondence of 
The 
Associated 
Press)—^Nothing has 
availed to check the increase of the cost 
of living in France. Bread only has es- 
caped the tendency. 
Everything , else 
considered, it costs at least 75 per cent, 
more to live in France today than it did 
three years ago. War, of - course, is the 
first explanation, but economic experts 
declare that difficulties of transportation 
and high freights form the chief factors 
and that these difficulties are due late- 
ly to the failure of the government to 
have ever carried out the projects for. 
interior navigation which were urged by 
de Freycinet, 
Baudin and Audiffred, 
years ago. In the opinion of these same 
economic 
authorities' «^the 
failure of 
France.to realize these canal projects has 
been responsible for her anomalous posi- 
tion in the world-carrying trade.. 


Although some 200 to 500 miles near- 
er America and from two hundred to 
two thousand miles nearer the extreme 
Oriental markets than Antwerp or Ham- 
burg, the French port of Marseilles be- 
fore the war Avas surpassed by those 
Belgian and German ports in Central 
European trade to the Orient, 
while 
Bordeaux, Havre and other French At- 
lantic ports were far beìiìnd them in 
trade with the two Americas. The mar- 
velous internal organization of naviga- 
tion and transportation in Belgium an<i 
Germany enabled them to drain toward 
their ports nearly all the foreign bound 
traffic of Central Europe though length- 
ening the route and increasing the time 
of delivery. 


Geneva, for instance, is further from 
Antwerp than it is from Bordeaux, yet 
in 1912 Bordeaux received almost nothing 
from Switzerland 
while 
Antwerp re- 
ceived 31,000 tons to be shipped by its 
longer route to European ports. In the 
same year Bordeaux received and for- 
warded to Geneva only 4,500 tons while 
Antwerp was a way station for 44,000 
tons going into Switzerland. 


The new necessities created by thè war 
i however, made Bordeaux the port of 35- 
000 tons of cotton and grain and other 
commodities en route for Switzerland in 
1915. 
Economic authorities argue that 
with proper facilities four . years ago 
Bordeaux w^ould have received a lion's 
share of the 75,000 tons of ingoing and 
outgoing Switzerland traffic in 1912. 


The question is one of the Bhine 
against the Rhone so far as concerns 
Central 
European 
traffic for which 
Switzerland aet^ as a sort of "turn- 
table" and witt it a^e connected inti- 
mately the long discussed projects of the 
Rhone canal, the canal from Marseilles to 
the Rhone, and the canal 
from the 
ilhone to the Gironde with 
Marseilles 
and Bordeaux as the termini. 


De Freycinet and other 
far-seeing 
-itatesmen who elaborated these canal 
[irojects fell from power 
before r they 
veje realized, but economic authorities 
'>?Ucve that the era of reconstruction af- 
ter the war 'will see France turning first 
-f all, in the matter of pu'olic improve- 
aent, to the question of transoprtation. 


Two of ihe most important projected 
.vaterways remain to be built; one of 
chem lateral to the Rhone will continue 
ho system from HaVre and Paris to 
vlàrsèilles by way of Lyons and will en- 
ible the Rhone to compete 
with the 
Ihine ifor Swiss 'trade to the Mediter- 
ranean; another connecting the Rhone 
with the Dordogne—that is to say con- 
necting Lyons and Marseilles with Bor- 
deaux—will give Switzerland a shorter 
•cute to American ports than that by 
th(i Rhine. 


Ill-conceived rivalry of the stronger 
railroad interests is accused of retard- 
ing these projects as well as a shortpr 
line, but of comparatively greater im- 
.lortance, in the north and east connect- 
ng the canals of the Escaut, the Meusa 
i.nd the Chiers, and serving as connecting 
ink between the iron and coal districts. | 


Had the canals built and projected ' 
been in efficient operation at the begin- 
ing of the war, it is probable that they 
would have eased 
transportation diffi- 
• ulties so as to have kept the cost of 
living much nearer normal; they would 
t least have kept coal from going from 
10 francs to 180 francs a ton.

The petition asking that the present 
wall, which parallels Anthony boule- 
vard, be moved 650 feet to the east 
and that the old wall be removed, is 
signed by the "dike committee" of 
the Lakeside Improvement association.

demand on them from the warring na- 
tions for wheat, planted an acreage of 
that grain this fall second in point of 
size in the nation's history, but poor 
weather conditions sent the crop into 
winter dormancy 2 per cent below the 
condition of last December and 4.5 per 
cent below the ten year average. 


In summarizing its first i-eport on 
the winter wheat crop issued today, 
the department of agriculture said: 


"The fall plantings of winter wheat 
are reported to be 2.3 per cent greater 
than in the autumn of 1915. 
The 
present area seeded, 40,090,000 aci-es, 
is the greatest ever planted, with the 
exception of 40,452,000 acres seeded 
two yeai's ago, and is more than 10 
per cent greater than planted in any 
year prior to the fall of 1914. 


"The high price 
received for the 
year's crop had encouraged an inten- 
tion to plant a largely Increased acre- 
age, but the unusual\dryness at seed- 
ing time throughout practically the 
entire winter wheat producing terri- 
tory largely prevented these intentions 
being realized. 


"Increases of between five and ten 
per ceiit. were generally in the south 
Atlantic states.

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German Shipping Interests

BETÏÏI! HOUSES AND 
ffi RENTS COMIN 


Likely to Result from Labor 
Troubles Now Pre- 
vailing. 


Washington, Dec. 18.—One result of 
the widely prevailing labor troubles will 
be better houses and lower rents for 
workmen. 
This is to come not as cnar- 
ity but from the necessity which moves 
the employer to keep hia men and worn- 
'^n workers contentedly at liis business. 


Such is the opinion of Dr. John Nolan 
f Cambridge, Mass., voiced in an address 
before the 
rvvî- '•«^i'^^iation, at 


: aeir convention here in Washington. 


"JEraj)loyers," said Dr. Nolan, "are hav- 
ing much difliculty in getting and hold- 
ng laborers and they are already so im- 
pressed with the fact that they kce new 
l onditions—conditions which entail great 
' ^convenience and enormous cost—that 
iiey are ready to consider any practical 
• " s a l which will lessen their trou- 
bles." 


o^ne practical proposal, he pointed out, 
3 to reduce the workman's rent. 
The 
employer has had to face this proposition 
that his employée pays out too large a 
proportion of his wages for rent. The or- 
ISinary capitalist does not allow over ten 
per cent, for rent; ten per cent, of either 
capital or 
labor. 
The laboring 
man 
pays 25 or 30 percent.—a quarter or even 
a third of his total earnings—for tliis one 
item of rent. 


"Why not get the rent down to a ten 
per cent, basis for the workman?" the 
employer is beginning to ask. 


"Housing," says Dr. Nolan, "is a big 
business and should be handled as such. 
More than two billion dollars is spciit 
for dwellings in the United States each 
year; and a large percentage of these 
dwellings 
are 
poorly 
conceived 
and 
wretchedly constructed for 
their 
pur- 
poses. 


"Thé minimum desirable house of four 
to five rooms cannot be provided in the 
United States for less than about $1,800 
to $2,000, with improvements. 
A house 
costing that sum cannot ^^e offered on 
the basis of an economic rent of, say 6 
per cent, or 6 per cent, net, for less than 
$16 a month. Unless a wage earner, with 
a normal family of a wife and three de- 
pendent children, has an income of $15 
a week, or $800 a year, he cannot pay 
$15 a month rent. 
More than half of 
all workingnien receive less than ^li» a 
week. 


"Either the cost of the house and lot 
must be substantially reduced or the 
standard of healthful living must be low- 
ered or the wages of the poorest paid 
workmen must be raised."

British Restaurants 
and Hotels. 


London, Dec. 18.—The first food re; 
striction went into force In England 
today. 
Hotels and 
restaurants 
are 
now forbidden to serve more than two 
courses for breakfast or luncheon and 
three courses for dinner. 


Little inconvenience was experienced 
in connection with the first two meals. 
The Englishman's 
usual 
breakfast 
consists of a cereal and bacon, eggs 
or fish, and except .in the more expen- 
sive places a luncheon of two courses 
is the rule. 
It was in arranging for a 
dinner of three courses that the ca- 
terers experienced the greatest diffi- 
culties, but even in this case few are 
likely to go hungry, as hors d'oeuvres 
and soup count only half a course and 
for the other two courses diners have 
the choice of flsh, entrees or roasts, 
with vegetables and desserts. 
Cheese 
with bread and butter or crackers Is 
not counted as a course. 


The meatless day which Is expected 
to follow shortly will prove a more 
difficult problem for restaurants which 
make a specialty of roasts.

Advocates and Opponents of 
Universal Military 
Training Heard. 


Washington, Dee. 18.—Advocates and 
opponents of a universal system train- 
ing for military service to replace the 
volunteer system as the main stay of 
the nation's defense, had a hearing to- 
day before the senati^ military commit- 
tee on Senator Chamberlain's 
bill 
for 
universal training which is supported by 
the military general staff. 


While 
representatives 
of 
organiza- 
tions opposed to the bill headed by Wal- 
ter L. Fisher, former secretary of the in- 
terior, gave their reasons for opposing 
it, Maj. Scott, chief of staff of the array, 
detailed to the committee why the gen- 
eral staff considered the voluiiteer sys- 
tem wholly broken down, inefficient and 
useless and urged it be discarded for a 
universal system of liability to training 
and service. 


Needs Million and Half. 


Gen. Scott, disclosing much 
of 
the 
army war college material, hitherto re- 
garded as confidential, shows that the 
army general .staff now believes that in- 
stead of 500,000 available men which it 
considered sufficient as a start to defend 
the country again.«!t invasion, the coun- 
try should have 1,500,000 fully trained 
men at the beginning of a war with a 
like nxunber ready to follow in 90 days. 
The change is based upon the develoji- 
ment of the British army, the organiza- 
tion of great Canadian forces and the 
Briti.sh alliance with Japan. 


With such a 
force 
available 
the 
army general staff. General Scott said, 
considers the United States practically 
immune from such an attack as mili- 
tary strategists believe might be ex- 
pected from the victorious set of pow- 
ers in the European war. 


"Preparedness" Again. 


:Mr. Fisher declared himself in favor 
of adequate preparedness. 


"I believe," he said" there 
is no 
higher duty than to provide for ade- 
quate military preparedness but there 
is a radical difference between a mili- 
tary policy for defense and agressive 
policy. 
If we are going to defend the 
Monroe doctrine in tis broadest sense 
we are embarking on a military im- 
possibility." 


To provide a first line of defense, 
Mr. Fisher suggested that the pay of 
the army be doubled, that civic train- 
ing which would fit the men for civil 
life be made compulsory and that as 
rapidly as they could be trained men 
be discharged into a citizen reserve, 
liable for duty in war. 


"The plan proposed here is to adopt 
universal training for the sake of its 
civil- by-product, for it is argued that 
universal training 
will 
give 
greater 
civic c..ciency. 
Why nut turn this 
right around. 
If you'll adopt civic 
discipline for the sake of its military 
by-product, you'll carry the country 
and you can't carry it otherwise."

bread put out by the Perfection Bis- 
cuit company, in a single wrapper, 
constitutes two loaves ot bread. He 
based his opinion on tht following 
definitition of a. loaf of bread: 


"A bread loaf is a unit of bread stuff, 


baked and intended to be cut into 
slices and not ordinarily broken or 
split into two or more sections before 
slicing." 


Had Violated City Code.

"Purely Accidental." 


After a painstaking investigation, Coroner Trecsh, of DeKalb 


feoirnty, has returned a finding to the effect that the tragedy at Butler 
•Center a few days ago in which the lives of four occupants of an auto 
were snuffed out when their inachine was struck by a freight car on 
the Fort "Wayne and Northwestern line was "purely accidental." 
The coroner is unable to flad evidence that anybody is amenable to 
the law under the circumstances surrounding the case. He may be 
absolutely right in his conclusions, also, and the tragic affair will 
doubtless end with the coroner's verdict save as it is perpetuated in 
the gripping grief that holds and will continue to hold the hearts of 
those bereft by the quadruple killing. In the light of experience it is 
perhaps too much to expect that the Kowe case will prove more than a 
temporary warning—a transitory caution to other drivers of automo- 
biles at dangerous crossings and it will doubtless cany but-the fleeting 
impressiveness to those who operate trolley cars under conditions 
Which attached in the case in point. 


For there are some circumstances unusual if not widely unwar-

Washington, Dee. 18.—The poplars of 


this country are now threatened by a 
langerous fungous disease which has evi- 
dently been imported in recent years 
'rom Europe. This disease attacks the 
.wigs, limbs and trunks of the black 
and Lombard}- poplars (populus nigra) 
and of the Carolina. poplars or cotton- 
woods (populus deltoides), and may be 
expected to attack other species of pop- 
hire and cottonwoods, in regions not yet 
investigated, according to the plant path- 
ologists of the United States depart- 
ment of agriculture. 


This disease is caused by the fungus 


Dothichiza populea. It occurs first in the 
form of cankers or depressed dead areas 
in the bark much in the same manner as 
iji case of the blight of chestnut trees, 
which is caused Ijy a- distinctly different 
fungus. The effect of the fiiugus on pop- 
lar and cottonwood trees is as follows: 
Cankers are formed ut the point of at- 
tack, spread rapidly and often girdle the 
.wig, limb or trunk at the point of at-

This disease was first re- 
ported in America by a correspondent of 
he Plant Disease Survey in 1916, from 
Massachusetts and New Hampshire, but .

dentifled. During the present year tho 
,pathologists of the department found the 
lisease prevalent in small areas in cur- . 
tain districts in the following states: 
Sew Hampshire, Massachusetts, Rhode 
Island, Connecticut, New Jersey, Penn- 
sylvania, Delaware, Maryland, Ohio, Ne- 
braska and New Mexico. The centers 
of infections appear to be in every case

23,500.000 persons attending schools 
of 'some kind in the United States in 
1916, according to estimates of the 
United States bureau 
of education 


"This means," declares the annual re- 
port of the commissioner of education 
"that approximately 24 per cent of the 
inhabitants of the United States are at- 
tending school, as compared- with 19 
per cent in Great Britain, 17 per cent 
in France, 20 per cent in Germany, and 
a little over 4 per cent in Russia." The 
bureau points out, however, that the 
result is much less favorable to the 
United States if daily attendance, rath- 
er than enrollment, is taken as the 
basis of comparison, since some o£ the 
other nations have better attendance 
and a longer school term
